RAILWAY CO. 

Let us again draw attention tc the entirely 
inadequate depot accomodation we have at Vul¬ 
can. It is fully time that the matter was dis¬ 
turbed and some action started. As a line of 
action likely to produce some result we suggest, 
that the dwellers in and around Vulcan, not only 
the merahante and townspeople, but everybody, 
get their names on a‘\>etition and forward jt to 
the railway company, asking that the needed 
alterations to the depot be carried out. It is 
only by going after it that any result will be 
achieved; we shall never Jbe heard unless we 
raise our voices. The sooner the matter is tak¬ 
en up the better. Let us see if, within the next 
day or so a petition cannot be started, given to 
everyone to sign, and sent off to the right 
authorities. Then we may get something done, 
otherwise the present depot will be where it is 
for all time to come. 




THE VICTORY WAR LOAN 

Once again Canada is asking her people for 
money for another war loan. The stock will 
soon be offered to the public, and meanwhile in¬ 
tending investors may familiarize themselves 
with the conditions thereof through the medium 
of the advertisements, which the Government is 
publishing in every newspaper in the Dominion. 
It will then be placed before us how, by taking 
up a part of this loan, —and everyone will be 
asked to do so,—a man, a woman or child may 
add to their financial stature at the rate of 5 1-2 
per cent, per annum, the Dominion of Canada 
being the security. 

From the purely business standpoint noth¬ 
ing could be more inviting. .Of course, there 
are investments of the more speculative nature 
which offer, perchauce, Digger returns, and of 
these only one.need be cited, one closely in 
touch with our daily lives, farm lands. The 
past two seasons have illustrated the possibility 
of returns from that source of investment be¬ 
side which 5 1-2 per cent per annum pales igto 
insignificance, ihe facts are known to all of 
us. 

In regard to the war loan, however, every 
conscientious person will view it a little away 
from the angle of a purely business proposition. 
He will see in it not so much the lucrative in¬ 
terest as the letting of his money be used for 
the country by the country. His sentiment will 
be of equal balance with his business outlook. 
By his investment he will be keeping his dollars 
at home, stabilizing the country’s credit, em¬ 
ploying his fellow countrymen, and sowing a 
secure future for himself.

THE FOOD CONSERVATION PROBLEM 

From time to time the public is jolted into 
recognition of a food problem by what he sees 
in the press. Practically all the everyday com¬ 
modities have been dwelt upon in some way or 
another and we are repeatedly warned by those 
having authority that unless we curtail here 
and deny there, there is, in the near, future, a 
period of want not only for ourselves, but for 
the fighting men. We shall suffer first, for the 
fighting men shall be kept on a full complement 
of food as long as ever possible. And this is 
only just considering the vast difference be¬ 
tween the soldier and the civilian. 

- In short,, from all we read, we receive rath¬ 
er m 6 re than a hazy idea that there is a crying 
■need for economy, and we naturally look around 
for some guidance wherewith we may be led in 
the right path. For guidance we are told that 
individual enterprise in this matter is our great¬ 
est possibility; that it is tip to each_and everyone 
of us to eat less and conserve more. 

And there we $>me to the query as to 
whether, after all. we can attain these econom¬ 
ies by simply being asked to do such and such 
a thing. We*are warranted in .assuming that 
the food controller cannot do it all; is he, on the 
other hand, warranted in assuming that the 
general public can do it all? The answer is in 
the negative. Let us take for example the 
hotels. They are places of public call and are 
trying t® live tip to the suggested economics, 
but what about the thousand and one little re¬ 
staurants and cafes over the land? Are they 
doing anything, and who is supervising them to 
know whether they are or not? And tne thou¬ 
sands of homes scattered over the prairies; are 
they the glowing examples one imagines them 
to be? 

But whose fault is all this? Not the food 
controller’s, because-he has said Thou shalt 
not’; not the caterer’s fault because he is faced 
by unscrupulous competition and tome indul¬ 
gence^ Where then is the fault, the leakage? 
In a want of co-ordination between the author¬ 
ities and the districts. Why not, instead of or.e 
food controller for one .Canada, have several 
Canadian districts under local authority and 
supervision, with the food controller at the 
head? Is it not wiser to have the Dominion de¬ 
partmentalized. so to speak, each disirict with 
its own particular local conditions having its 
own particular restrictions? There are prob¬ 
lems, of course, which ure Dominion-wide such 
as flour, sugar or beef, but there are also prob¬ 
lems if purely local chaiac e •,as witness theorder 
in regard to canned vegetables. At the present 
rate of going, the best of intentions to the con¬ 
trary notwithstanding, we are travelling in a 
circle, and the sooner' we end it th» better. Baron 
Rhondda may be handling Great Britain as a 
unit, but compare the size of that land with 
Canada, together with the versatility of pro¬ 
duction, and the difference between the two 
cases is very different. 

What we want today is not scare warnings 
or mere threats as a recompense for wilful 
waste. We want a systematically planned 
course of food conservation reaching into every 
corner of th€ Dominion, and until we get that 
or something approximate a great deal of food 
and printer’s ink is going to waste. The food 
controller has a colossal job on his hands, but if 
we, either through indolence or negligence, fail 
to co-operate with him, he must, for our own 
good, co-operate with us. •-__

Will Class One Provide The 
One Hundred Thousand Men? 


It will be greatly to the advantage of Canada if the entire quota of 100,000 men to be raised under 
the Military Service Act can be secured from the first class; that is, from the men between the ages of 20 
and 34 who were unmarried or widowers without childrea on July 6th, 1917. 

This is almost self-evident for the following reasons; 

it is admitted that, between the ages of 20 and 34, the average man ix at the height of hit 
physical strength and is most adaptable to the change of conditions from civilian life; 
the military service of unmarried men and widowers without children would occasion less 
distress than that of most others, since they are largely without dependents. Also, it would 
entail less financial burden for Canada, through separation allowances, etc. 

Authorities estimate that, after all proper exemptions have been allowed. Canada should be able to 
produce from the first class 100,000 men fit for service, so the drain upon the man power of the country 
will not be severe. 

Members of Class One will be well advised to present themselves for examination immediately to 
the Medical Board in their district Upon examination at to their physical fitness, they will be placed in one 
of the following categories: 

Category A—if fit for Service in overseas fighting units. 

Category B—if fit for service overseas in Army Medical Corps, Forestry Battalion, etc. 

Catagory C—if fit for service in Canada only. 

Category E—if unfit for military service of any nature. 

If not placed in Category A, the applicant will know that he is not liable for immediate sendee, but will 
go to the Post Office and send in a claim for exemption with his Medical Certificate attached, when he will re¬ 
ceive in due course a certificate of exemption until those in his medical category are summoned for service. 

Where a man, who is placed in category A, feels that exemption should be allowed, an application 
form can be secured from the postmaster. This form, when filled in, will be forwarded by the postmaster 
to the registrar of the district, and the applicant will be informed by mail as to the time and place lor the 
consideration of his application by the Exemption Board. _ , _

ture, working in co-operation 
with the food controller. 

H. S. Arkell, acting live stock 
commissioner, presided at the 
meeting today. 

Hon. W. J. Hanna, 'food con¬ 
troller, addressed the meeting 
and explained that the needs of 
the Allies must be supplied if 
disaster were to be averted. He 
said that the decision to speed up 
the production of food animals in 
Canada was the outcome of re ; 
presentations made to this coun¬ 
try and the United States. No 
more important work could be 
undertaken outside of the 
trenches, said the food controller. 

“The entrance of -the United 
States into the war means that 
the demands for bacon and pork 
products to feed the American 
army will greatly increase, ” said 
Mr. Hanna. “The United States 
surplus production will not be 
much more than enough to feed 
the United States expeditionary 
forces. Great Britain and the 
Allies, therefore, will look to 
Canada to an increasing extent 
to supply hog products.” 

Following Mr. Hanna’s address 
a resolu tion was passed hy the 
representatives of the hog-breed¬ 
ing industry who were present, 
endorsing the movement to in¬ 
crease hog production, having 
the assurance of the Minister of 
Agriculture and the Food Con¬ 
troller that the spread in prices 
between the producer # and the 
consumer would be regulated. 
Committees were appointed to 
consider how best to secure joint 
action by all interests, to deal 
with the food question, and to 
work out a plan of better distri¬ 
bution of hogs.

To the Farmers of Alberta: 

Gentlemen : — Arrangements 
are being rapidly perfected to 
organize Alberta for the purpose, 
of soliciting subscriptions to a 
war loan to be known as ‘‘Cana¬ 
da’s Victory Loan, 1917.” There 
is no necessity to dwell on the 
needs of money to carry on the 
war. We all know the needs are 
so insistent that every nation is 
straining its resources to the ut¬ 
most to meet the requirements. 
If we give our men to the cause 
and then fail on account of fin¬ 
ancial backing, their blood will 
be on our heads, 

To meet Canada’s immediate 
requirements, the need of $150,- 
000,000 is imperative. More will 
be accepted if subscribed. In 
order that you may understand 
more fully the Allies* financial 
condition, which rests largely on 
Britain’s tremendously taxed 
strength, the following quotations 
is given from a speech made by 
Sir George Foster in the House 
of Commons on September 8th, 
1917, in reply to certain members 
who were urging that pressure 
bo brought to bear on the Imper¬ 
ial authorities to continue to 
furnish orders to our munition 
factories after the British fac¬ 
tories were equipped to furnish 
these munitions themselves: . 

‘‘My honorable friend would 
have this Government insist up¬ 
on the British Government spend¬ 
ing hundreds of millions of doll¬ 
ars in this country for munitions 
which can be made in Britain, to 
the detriment of the purchase in 
this country of the agricultural 
products which we can raise, and 
which Great Britain cannot raise. 
There is no ground for such an 
argument as that,or for insisting 
upon it. So far as this govern¬ 
ment is concerned, we do not in¬ 
tend to insist upon that,thing be¬ 
ing done. 

We do not intend to tj^e the 
vicious ground of demanding that 
Great Britain shall spend her 
millions in Canada getting made 
here what she can better and 
more cheaply make in Great Bri¬ 
tain for the prosecution of the 
war, and thereby leave herself 
without funds to buy what is 
absolutely necessary,food for the 
British people, from Canada, 
which can and does raise the 
the food and wishes to supply it. 

If this Government is going to 
urge the.British Government to 
purchase anything in this country 
it will not be munitions, but the 
fruits of the earth, the products 
of the soil, the farmers’ incre¬ 
ment, which Great Britain can¬ 
not supply and which we can 
supply in abundance. 

I leave my honorable friend to 
his argument that this Govern¬ 
ment shall make a plea to the 
Government of Great Britain 
shall continue to make her ex¬ 
penditures in this country in 
such a way that we may carry 
on the manufacture of munitions 
to the same extent as before. 
Great Britain has bought, muni¬ 
tions in Canada to a tremendous 
extent. During the last two 
years and a half she has expend¬ 
ed nearly $400,000,000 on ,muni- 
itions in this country, perhaps 
more than that, I have not the 
exact figures. She has done that 
because she has needed those 
things, because she was not then 
fully equipped to make all those 
munitions that she needed and 
j has a surplus from which to sup- 
! ply her Allies, was it not wise 
I and right that she should give 
1 that work to her own people, keep 
that money in her own country, 
and thereby more economically 
and cheaply throw her resources 
into the field for the successful 
prosecution of the .war 7 

My colleague, the Minister of 
1 Finance, has very frankly laid 
before this House some phases of 
the financial question, about 


which we probably do not think 
as much as we might and which 
it is very difficult for us adequat¬ 
ely to sense. It may very well 
be thought that Great Britain is 
the richest country in the world; 
that she has interminable re¬ 
sources. To a certain extent it 
is true that she is rich tqid^has 
great resources; but the financial 
burdens imposed upon Great 
Britain from the beginning of 
the war are also beyond the pow¬ 
er of the human mind to grasp. 
She has upon her shoulders the 
financial burden of maintaining 
the greatest fleet in the world, a 
fleet now almost double what it 
was at the beginning of tl.e war. 
Instead of an army of 150,000 
men which she had trained when 
the war began, she is maintain¬ 
ing an army of well up to four 
or five millions of men which she 
is maintaining. She oarries on 
operations in every continent 
and in almost every quarter of 
the globe. She has her military 
expedition in South Africa. Asia, 
Italy, the Balkans, Mesopotamia 
and at the front in France. She 
has contingents of her 'forces 
everywhere. She shoulders that 
whole work. Her Allies France, 
Italy, Russia, Belgium and the 
Balkan States have depended up¬ 
on Great Britain, and generously 
she has given them^he support- 
without which they could not 
have done what they have done. 
All that comes upon Great Bri¬ 
tain and any one who will care¬ 
fully think that over and try to 
realize what it means will come 
to the conclusion that there are 
not immearurable depths of re¬ 
sources in Great Britain. 

To make a long story short, 
Great Britain today finds the 
very greatest difficulty in financ¬ 
ing her needs and the needs of 
the war. 

Canada has stood behind her 
as no other outside Domionion 
has done or has been able to do, 
not that others have not had as 
good a will, but they have not 
had the resources and therefore 
they have not been able to do as 
much as (Canada has done. But 
Canada has tried to do her share 
ih that respect. 

So the matter of financing for 
the future is a very difficult pro¬ 
blem. Here was your cheese in¬ 
dustry in Canada running up to 
$40,000,000 or $50,000,000 or $60,- 
000,000. Great Britain needed 
that cheese, but Great Britain 
was not able to finance for that 
cheese. So Canada came in and 
financed for it, and is doing it to 
this day. There is also your bacon 
and hog industry, and the live 
stock industry. Great Britain is 
not able today to finance for what 
she absolutely needs from this 
country in the way of these pro¬ 
ducts, and if it is to be done 
Canada must do it. Canada is 
prepared to do it to the utmost 
of her power—is doing it today, 
and is organizing to do it in - the 
future. Yonder in the west is a 
possible wheat crop with a sur¬ 
plus of anywhere between 100,- 
000,000 and 200,000,000 bushels. 
If Great Britain does not but buy 
that wheat, who will? If Great 
Britain does buy that wheat Great 
Britain must finance, and per¬ 
haps very largely through Cana¬ 
da herself. And yet here are 
gentlemen who. plead with tears 
in their voices that we should 
keep up the munitions factories, 
and let our wheat lie in the ele¬ 
vators or on the prairies of the 
West.” Sir George Foster, in 
the House of Commons, Sept. 8, 
1917. 

All previous Canadian loans 
have been subscribed largely by 
a few wealthy subscribers. The 
time has come when the people 
must subscribe. This money is 
to be used largely to bqy the 
products of our own farms at re¬ 
munerative prices. By loaning,

FREE SEED DISTRIBUTION 


By instructions of the Hon. 
Minister of Agriculture, a free 
distribution of superior sorts of 
grain and potatoes will be made 
during the coming winter and 
spring to Canadian farmers.

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole bead of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at the 
coninienctiiient of the present war, and 
lias since continued to be, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter-sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agency or Shb-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation oilandin 
each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader .say 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price 83.00 per acre. 
Duties— Reside six months in each of 
three year* after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if hecannotsi cure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Mutt 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acre* and erect a house worth 
$30000. 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment as farm laliourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence dutiea under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion lands are advertised 
or posted for entry, returned soldiers who 

havs served overseas and have been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri¬ 
ority in pp ving for entry at local Agents 
Office (I ct not 8ub-Agency). piBchsrge
